That is true in their native land, because they are native 
of semi-tropical climates, and since they insist on growing in winter. If a person lives in a 
climate that gets down to 40 below zero, and wants some of these charming little things, and 
- ean grow them other than in a cool Greenhouse I’d be most happy to learn about it. Some of 
them might possibly take 25 F. above, though I doubt it. ORCHIDS originally in the wilds 
weren’t greenhouse plants either.
